Tire Good Citizenship league which 
is now in course of form ation in the 
city promises to do a gre at deal of 
good, and is desirous of having its ob* 
Jects put plainly, so there will be no 
confounding it with avaricious organl* 
rations, such as the law and order so­ 
ciety o f P ittsburg. 
T h e league grew out of the m in is­ 
terial association, each 
m em ber of 
which decided to appoint tit roe m em ­ 
bers from his church for the purpose 
of having them enter into an agree­ 
m ent to take up Hie work. 
A t the 
drat m eeting of Hie league it was 
found th a t all were willing, and a t 
the next m eeting there were others to 
aid them. 
T h eir object is not to im 
pede the progress of justice by ant ago 
iring tile au th orities by a dem and for 
an investigation, bu t to lend their aid 
in enforcing tile law by providing In­ 
form ation which the police, being so 
well known to evil doers, are unable 
to secure. 
It often happens t h a t a 
citizen gives valuable inform ation to 
the authorities hut refuses to stan d by 
his information in m akin g an affidavit, 
thus m aking the knowledge useless, 
and perm itting the offender to escape. 
T h ese cases are so well known th a t 
the police will have nothing to do 
with m atters of this sort unless som e 
reputable citizen will m ake the neces­ 
sary oath. 
I t i s t o provide men for 
this emergency th a t the league is be­ 
ing formed, men who will work with 
the knowledge that they are supported 
by as much money as the enem y can 
bring to bear on a prosecution. 
It is 
the object of the league to be diligent 
in its work, all the active m em bers 
being expected to keep their eyes 
open, and note such Infractions of the 
law as may take place in th a t p a rt of 
to e city where he resides. 
T a k e n as a 
whole the duties will be sufficient to 
keep a man busv if he does as he prom ­ 
ises. 
T h e most im portan t branch of the 
organization is the executive com m it­ 
tee. 
I t will consist of 25 trusty men, 
who will m ake it their business to be 
ever on the alert, keeping watch for 
those who break the law, and 'notify­ 
ing the au th orities whenever a case 
comes under their eye. 
T h e co m m it­ 
tee will tran sact, practically, 
all the 
business of the league, and its officers 
will be the officers of the organization. 
T h ey are given all the scope they 
could ask, and are expected to All 
their offices with so much fidelity th a t 
it will not be long until the organ iza­ 
tion will have little to do, as they are 
going 
to 
tak e 
som e 
interest 
In 
m unicipal elections, and only support 
such men as are reliable and faith ful 
to the tru st imposed in them . 
T h ey 
are expected to foster any move th a t 
will enhance the moral sta n d in g of 
the city, and frown upon any in stitu ­ 
tion or people who have for their 
object its detrim ent. 
T h e executive 
com m ittee will heartily endorse and 
support any official who does his duty 
faithfully, but will condemn and op­ 
pose all those who are negligent. Tile 
other m em bers of the association will 
not likely appear on the surface, and 
it will be optional with them whether 
they announce their connection with 
any p art of the organization, but It Is 
th o u g h t the m ajority will never be 
know n,and only the com m ittee or such 
portions as are absolutely needed in 
public life will be known to the public. 
There are m any sim ilar organizations 
in the country founded on the sam e 
plan. 
Som e of these have done a 
great deal of good, 
punishing the 
wicked and creatin g g reat reforms in 
m unicipalities where the official* had 
become corrupt, and the people had 
alm ost lost sigh t of their obligations 
as citizens. 
In other 
places these 
organizations have brought down the 
ridicule of the whole com m unity be­ 
cause radical, senseless 
politicians, 
with more personal am bition than 
love of public morals, secured a foot­ 
hold am ong the leaders. 
It is hoped 
for its own good t h a t the local organ i­ 
zation will not fall into a sim ilar 


net. 
T h e next m eeting of the league will 
be held on T u esd ay evening a t the 
F irst 
U n ited Presbyterian 
church. 
and as it will be the m ost im portan t 
yet held it is hoped by the leaders 
I th a t the atten dan ce will be very large. 
A t the session th e e x e cu tiv e co m m it­ 
tee of 25 will be chosen from a m u lti­ 
tude of nam es th a t have already been 
suggested or will be brought o u t a t 
the m eeting. 
Only the best m aterial 
i is w anted; reliable men who will not 


fear to do their duty a t all tim es, and 
these are expected to be chosen. 
T h e 
m em bership of the league has been 
steadily Increasing 
during the p ast ! 
week, and is expected to soon reach 
the h ighest m ark ever attain ed by a 
sim ilar organization in the city.

I mud Mr. Morgan (Ala.), 
pointed out that it showed the im pera­ 
tive m-tsi of quick communication by 
me.uis of cable with Hawaii. 
The «pe*s-h of Mr. Morgan, chairman 
of the committee on foreign relations, 
was one of the moat notable efforts the 
senate ha* heard in some time. 
It set 
forth in forcible terms the need of estab­ 
lishing 
connections with Hawaii in 
order to overcome the aggre#sivene#s of 
Great Britain iu the Pacific 
Mr. Mor­ 
gan declared that Great Britain was se­ 
cretly plotting to wrest Pearl harbor 
from the control of the United States 
and thus secure the G ibraltar of the Pa­ 
cific. 
A spin t#«i controversy ix-curred as to 
the attitude of this government toward 
Hawaii '* condemnation to death of those 
engaged in the recent uprising.

Morgan urged non-intervention
